Its Clatms on the Government. 


Under the above titles “' The 
Morning Post priute the followieg 
letter, from British Trader:— 

For more then 18-montbe many 
well-meaning bnt prejudiced 
people have sagges ed, snd ‘even 
demanded, Government control 
ofehips. Now Government control 
has: been in force for a long 
time, Recently Mr. Runciman 
and Mr. “Arquith ‘stated . that 
half the British mercsntile 
merine ws requisitioned by the 
Admiralty and thst every ship 
of the remainder required a 
licence befure she could load a car- 
go When s ship is resdy or free 
for new employment, the owner is 
by statute obliged to inform the 
Traveport Dspartment. — Thie 
Dapartment either ordera bim to 
place hia ship atthe disposal of 
the Admiralty, or, if not reqaired 
by thet body, to eubmit some 
business. In the latter case ths 
Department may either consent to 
the busine-a prepored or Cirect 
the ebip to eome other which they 
consider more pressing, bat even 
then, if the Admiralty fod later 
on that they. require her, they 
mty take her, snd prevent the 
contract being fulfilled. 

The Prime Minister etsted thet 
the country wés dependent for 
about one-third of ite imports on 
neutral ships, but did not allude 
fo the present enormous edvant- 
ages they have over Britich veasele, 
for while helf the latter receive 
only the emall hire’ paid by the 
Admiralty, all neutral ships can 
earn fall market rates. Not being 
liable to requigition ani the oon- 
sequent rick of having their 
charters cancelled, neutral shice 
get even moro freight theo 
British ehips. ia ths open 
market. Tsking, for example, 
time charters, the rate for neutrals 
at preeent is about 42a Gd per ton 
deadweight per month, sgeinst 
30a {68 full British sbips, snd” 63 
3d for requisitioned veesels (on 
the latter the Admiralty take the 
war rick, which mekes the rate 
equal to sbout-83.) So allowiag 
for commissiona. and that the 
British ship is, reqaisitioned 
for 6 months out of the 12, 
the neutral vesrel of 6,000 tons 
gets about £39,000 per annom 
more net profit than her British 
competitor. As another exemple, 
8 grain cargo for e similar-aized 
ateamer from the Kiver Plate for 
months psid about 252 per ton 
more to a neutrsl, eqaal to xbout 
£6,000 to £7,000 extra profit per 
voyage. Of course, these rates very 
according tothe flactuatione of the 
market end conditions of charter, 
but they are about the average, 
From a report recently isaned, 
the Swedieh Tirfing Company, 
with a capital of $8,889,000 kroner. 
‘distributed 1,165,000 kr. to its 
sbareholdera and eet aside 3,5C0,- 
000 kr. for new tonnage. After 
allowing for heavy income tex and 
excess profit tex against the Brit- 
ieh ownere, the net rescitis that 
the neutral shipowner can make, 
and does mske, on 6 very moderate 
ostimato, aboat eix times as mach 
profit ag the British owner, and 
consequently had more accanalat- 
ed profits to use for increasing

The great -nationsl danger is 
that the precentage of British 
vessela to the world tonnage 
(which before the war was rather 
over 45 por cent.) is ‘in danger of 
being greatly reduced, apart from 
acbmerine loss, by neutral com- 
petition.
